Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to the Applicant's argument, Takashima 
does provide a pocket 32 with a cushion cover 3, inserting a pressure distributing medium 1 in the pocket (col. 8 lines 60-61 1, and 
inserting a base 2 in the cover. Interior is interpreted as relating to or located inside thus the opening of the pocket 32 of Takashima 
inherently faces the interior since the opening of the pocket 32 is related to or located inside of the cover (fig. 12). Dinsmoor dislcoses a 
base 4, pressure distributing medium 5, and a cover. O'Sullivan clearly discloses a pocket 16 at the front and rear of the cover for a 
distributing medium. The combination of references as a whole would suggest a seat cushion with a pocket that is positioned at the rear 
as taught by O'Sullivan on the cover of Dinsmoor in order to easily remove the pressure distributing medium from the cover of Dinsmoor . 
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
